These are the results. 
What 
the 


cauae? In onr estimation there are two 
principal causes—the power of patron- 
age and the removal of office-holders 
from direct contact with the people. 
To remedy this we would suggest that 
all officials—federal, stuta, 
county 


and municipal—be elective and not ap- 
pointive—be elected by direct vote of 
the people. 
Take away the power of 


patronage and the whole 
political 


structure, foul, rotten and corrupt, will 
collapse like a punctured toy balloon. 
The Quase for corrupt meaanres will 
be removed. 
If our United States sen- 


ators were elected by direct vote of the 
people there would be no need ot brib- 
ing state Jegisatore; there would be no 
need of their sending money into legis • 
lative districts to buy up votes and se- 
cure through such dishonest means the 
nomination, contrary to the wishes of 
the people, of legislative candidates 
p'.edgod to vote for them. 
Every man 


would then come before tbe people up- 
on his individual merit, upon his abil- 
ity, upon bis record as an honorable 
gentleman,, and not upon hia record of 
patronage, not upon his ability through 
numerous combinations to distribute 
offices to the faithfnl, or his ability to 
punish through the self-same methods 
the "yellow dogs" who dare to have a 
mind of their own, and who are honest 
enough to speak it out. Being elected 
by the direct vote of the people all 
office-holders would have to answer 
directly to the people and not to some 
other officB-holder who would act as a 
cushion between them and the people.

In order to become a 


Christian, or to make any advancement 
whatever in Christianity, there mnat 
be a change of heart, a change of will. 
He must forsake his evil ways and lead 
a new life, an unselfish life, seeking to 
benefit aud increase the happiness of 
others, to seek the happiness of others 
rather than self. The church has oivil- 
izde the nation, and a Christian must

"Washington, Feb. 14.—The civil ser- 


IWce commission's report for the fiscal 
y^ar ended June 30, 1897, has been pre- 
sented to the president. 


It begins with a statement to show 


that after an experience of nearly 15 
years, the hopes of the advocates of 
the civil service law have been largely 
realized. 


In practice, the law has prqved to, be 


a constantly exerted and effective force 
in the direction of economy. 
APPEAL 


Considering the few changes in the ChJn 


service under the merit system and the 
-wholesale removals under the patron- 
age system, the economy and efficien- 
cy of the one stand in striking contrast 
to the excessive extravagance and in- 
efficiency of the other. 


Since 1S33, the year of the organiza- 


tion of the commission, the unclassi- 
fied positions which have been subject 
to political control have increased in 
number 37 per cent, and in cost 43 per 
cent, while the classified positions sub- 
ject to examinations have remained at 
a standstill. 


The large extension of civil service 


rules in May, 1896, to include positions 
hitherto unclassified, has, tie report 
says, brought to light a numbe.1 of un- 
neccessary potations. Quite a number 
of these have 
been 
abolished as a 


measure of economy. 


The whole number of persons ex- 


amined during the year was was 49,145, 
of whom 2S,5i)3 passed. 


The number oC appointments were 


4,136. 
The commission, the 
report 


says, has been steadily making its ex-, 
aminations moro practical. 


Numerous complaints have 
been 


made of violation of the rules of civil 
service in the treasury department, the 
department of justice and the interior 
department. 


In each case examinations have been 


i made by representatives ot the com- 


mission, and such cases as appeared 


- to be violations of the lav/ were refer- 


red to the department to which it be- 
longed. In each case the commission 
has not yet received a reply. 


The report speaks highly of the pro- 


motion system, based oil the efficiency 
record. On the other hand the com- 
mission deprecated the proposition of 
limited tenure of government office, 
pointing nut that it would not only im- 
pair the efficiency of service, but open 
the door for political influence.,

The re- 
prter had gouo to tbe Logan residence 
I.) interview tlie general ubout some 
matter then before congress. The geu- 
srul was in bed, and tho reporter was 
shown to his room. In the course of tho 
jveuing Mrs. Loguu entered tho bed- 
jhiunbor aud took part iu the conversa- 
tion. In her hand sho held a letter, the 
aantents of which her husband knew 
about. Sho wanted to give it to the re- 
porter, but tho guueral objected. 
Bnt 


as the newspaper man sta^ri to leave 
Mrs. 
Logan slipped the envelope into 


Lis hand. 
The next morning nearly 


svery newspaper iu tho country printed 
a copy of it. It was a rare and racy 
document. 


Colonel Alexander G. Horu of Meridi- 


an, Miss., then the editor of Tho Daily 
Mercury, was its author. 
The letter 


was intended as an explanation of an 
editorial that had appeared a few weeks 
before in Tho Mercury. Colonel Horn 
and J. J. Shannon were associates in 
tho publication of the aforesaid journal. 
Ou tlie morning following the death of 
the hero of Apponmttox Tho Mercury 
contained one of tho most cruel articles 
about General Grant ovor printed by a 
press. It dared any true southerner to 
! 


grieve or show signs of sorrow over his 
demise. It called upon the people of 
Dixie laud to exult aud rejoice at the 
death of the man who had slain their 
sous aud burned their homes. Tho peo- 
ple of Meridian wero astounded. They 
went to tuo editor, Colonel Horn, and 
asked hiia, in the name of pSace, to 
writo another article withdrawing it. 
He was obdurate aud instead of doing 
as his neighbors wished dictated anoth- 
er one equally as fierce as tho first. 


At that moment the namo of Colonel 


Shannon was before the senate awaiting 
confirmation as postmaster at Meridian. 
An enemy of his, knowing the love that 
General .Logan had for General Grant, 
inclosed copies of the paper to him, ex- 
pecting that Ldgau would oppose Shan- 
non's nomination. Shannon- and Horu 
had a dispute over the editorial, and 
their relations became BO strained thnt 
a street duel wns only averted by the 
interference of mutual friends. Colonel 
Horn's letter to General Logan was to 
tho effect that Colonel Shannon was in- 
nocent of the article and had known 
nothing about it until he saw it in tho 
paper.' I cannot quote tho letter with 
literal exactness, but a part of it was as 
follows: 


"No; 
Sbannou had nothing to do 


-with it. In tbe first place he hasn't 
sense enough to lonceivo such a senti- 
ment as was expressed in the editorial 
aucl if he had he would bo too cowardly 
to write it. Ho is my partner, I am sor- 
ry to say, but by making him postmaster 
you will afford ine the opportunity o* 
getting rid of him. 


"Aucl why not take him, John? Then 


is a mighty narrow strip between thi 
radical republicanism that you repre 
sent and the Cleveland Mugwumpery 
that Shannon tries to represent. He is 
not a Democrat, never was and never 
will be. I predict that you will soon 
have him over or, your side, and God 
speed the day I Wo Democrats down 
here don't want him. 
l 


"I am growiug old, but I am still in 


tiossessiou of my mental faculties, and 
I hope to live many years longer to tell 
tho truth from dny to day about the 
despised Yankees and their politics. • -I

Colonel Horn, 
unreconstructed, has loug since passed 
into silence, and a few years later Colo- 
nel Shannon was buried at his old 
home in Paulding, Miss., a town once 
made famous by the publication of The 
Weekly Clarion, many years ago, of 
•which paper he was one of the founders. 
Dnring the Sullivan-Kilrain trial at 
Purvis some years ago I sat at the break- 
fast table with Sullivan and Colonel 
Shannon. Sullivan ate three fried chick- 
ens, Shannon four. Charlie Rich, the 
great sportsman, got the two to enter a 
fried chicken eating match. Some one 
asked Sullivan how many he thought 
he conld get away with, and Sullivan 
said about eight.

Yon may be the champion prizefighter, 
but you will have to whet up that ap- 
petite of yours before you can take 
away the chicken eating champion- 
ship."

A Grcnt Katnval Curiosity. 


A perfect face of a delicate Jewish 


rast WHS discovered in a small sbono 
about as Isirgo around ns a 10 cent piece 
found lying on tuo railroad grade near 
Junction City, Ore. Not only are tho 
brow, hair, beard and beautiful aquilino 
uose perfectly shaped uud distinct on 
tho stone, but tho neck and shoulders 
are vignetted off into tho delicate agate 
like tracery of tho background as it 
would have been done by un artist. 


Not only is the face as delicately uean 


tiful iu "liuo as one stain pud upon a 
LJrcek coin of tho reign of Alexander, 
but iu this stone aro reproduced the col- 
ors of life. The face is white, with a 
blending of flesh tones, growing deeper 
in the shadows of the neck and shoul- 
ders. Tho huir in tho dark shadow at 
tho back is a rich auburn, just tho color 
associated most often with the ascetic 
Jewish typo to which the whole face 
belongs. It is perhaps the strangest part 
of this 
extraordinary coincidence of 


forms that each feature, from the cav- 
ernous eye and delicate hollowed check 
to tho high, uurrow brow and wavy 
auburn hixir, is iu accord with a famil- 
iar typo of tho Christ. In this respect 
the Oregon stone is infinitely superior 
as a work of nature's art to the "Stouo 
Man of Sorrows," about which a~ book 
was published in London. This head, 
iu a stouo a little larger than the recent 
discovery, was picked up at Oberani- 
inerguu as a more casual memento of tho 
spot, because of its associations with tho 
passion play, aud eight years afterward, 
being held in a certain position, was 
seen to reveal tho face that was some- 
what sentimentally supposed to resem- 
ble the face of Christ.—Boston Tran- 
script.

Mctnllizert Wood. 
| 


Tho following process, invented by \ 


Mr. Kubennick, for metallizing wood, 
is thus described by Los Mondes: "Tho 
wood is first immersed for threo or four 
days, according to its permeability, in 
a caustic alkaliuo lye (calcareous soda) 
at a temperature of from 75 to 90 do- 
groos. 
Theuoo it passes immediately 


into a bath of hyilrosulphito of calcium, 
to which is added, after 24 or 30 hours, 
a concentrated solution of sulphur in 
caustio potash. Tho duration of this 
bath is about 48 hours, and its tempera 
turo is from 8D to 50 degrees. Finally 
tho wood is immersed for 80 or 50 hours 
in a hot solution (So to 50 degrees) of 
aoctato of lead. The process, as may bo 
seen, is a long ouo, but tho results are 
surprising. Tho wood thus prepared, 
after having undergone a proper drying 
at a moderate temperature, acquires un- 
der a burnisher of hard wood a polished 
surface and assumes a very brilliant 
metallic luster. This luster is still fur- 
ther increased if the surface of tho wood 
bo first rubbed with a piece of load, tin 
or zinc and be afterward polished with 
a glass or porcelain burnisher. The 
wood thus assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror and is very solid 
and resistant.—Invention.
